THE CHINESE OFFICIAL AT HOME, 


Froit'A CORRESPONDENT, * 


Some months agoI was permitted to discourse 
. in these colums, from personal experience, on the 
Chinese official abroad, and I am glad to know 
on the best authority thatthe observations which 
I then made ‘have struck home in more than 
one quarter, Not that they: are likely to have 
the smallest permanent effect upon the Chincse 
Government, for if that august body were liable 
to'be affected ‘by newspaper articles it would 
have been reformed long ago. My only object, 
I must confess, was'to describe accurately, ‘for 
the benefit of the readers of this journal, what 1 
saw with my own eyes. Whether it was going to 
. havea good or bad effect at Peking or elsewhere 
did not matter to mea brass farthing, and it is in 
the same spirit that [ now ask permission to say a 
_few words about the Chinese official at home. 
Ofhis surroundings, his unkempt followers, his 
filthy residences, his quaint ways, and bis curious 
method of looking at things, I need say nothing, 
because they are sufficiently well known already 
to all your readers, But there are @ few matters 
of what I may call an international charact 
which I desire to put together by way of com- 
parison and contrast. ‘ :

During the negotiation, of that Treaty. and for 
ten years’ subsequently, the Chinese Govern- 
tient had abundant opportunity “to contem-. 
plate the consequences of the clause which 
gave British subjects the right to attempt 
to navigate the river up to Chungking, But 
when, in 3887 or 1888, 1 British ‘subject 
‘announces. his intention to try the voyage, all 
manner of objections'and obstacles are thrown in. 
his way, although hehas an absolute treaty right 
to go if he pleases. . And then look at the objec- 
tions that are made to Mr, Little's enterprise. 
The people along the river itself might not like 
thesteamer: the population of Cungkirg might 
revolt; the sonkeys along the rive might pelt 
the steamer with stones ; the Immortal Gods 
never thought of such a thing as a steamer 
going up the rapids, because otherwise they 
would not have put the, rapids there; and 
$0 on,. through a miserable and contemp- 
tible round of shifis and evasions, One 
compendious answer to them all is, " You should 
have thought of this before you made the 
Treaty." Tu Pas voulu, George Daudin. But 
fancy the Government of an Empire like ‘China, 
an empire which is supposed to be one of the 
great Powers of the carth, pleading in the face 
of the world toa foreign envoy and a foreign 
subject, that it cannot carry out its solemn treaty 
engagements because it is afraid of the mob of 
a single city and of the turbulence of a few 
hundred or thousand boatmen and trackers. No 
doubt ifthe Chinese Government knew that a 
demand . for heavy compensation for this 
outrageous disregard for their engagements 
would be made,’ they would succeed.in quieting 
the men and monkeys of the Upper Yangtsze, 
Then reflect on this miserable Chinkiang 
business. Here isa flourishing European settle- 
ment destroyed by a mobof Chinese, apparently 
urged on ‘by soldicrs—whose camp should never 
have been permitted to remain where itis in 
spite of the protest of the foreign residents—and 
its inhabitants, men, women and little children, 
forced ‘to fly for their lives<at atime when the 
Viceroy of the very province in which the settle- 
ment is situated is Appealing to. the foreign 
nations for pecuniary help.against a famirie that 
is afflicting the country.’ The Viceroy Tscng 
has no hesitation whatever in appealing to the 
foreign residents of Shanghai, and though them 
to the world st large, of their charity to help the 
starving Chinese, an appeal which. has been 
nohly answered, and at the very same time a 
mob of his own people, nided or incited by some 
of his own officials, are destroying the property 
Peli ei ‘and forcing them to fly from bodily 
pjury, ce 
, These are only some of the extraordinary con- 
trasts between China as she is treated’ by the 
st and as she. treats the West. She’ is 
rogtrained by no sense of dignity or justice from 
sking favours of forcign Powers, but when she 
is asked for the smallest favour herself her 
officials put on their horn epdctacles, carefully 
examine the Treaty, and say that the request 
must be yefused because there {is nothing about 
it in that document. '' At present the Chinese are 
spoiled children, The’ considerations and the 
standards which apply to Western countrjes are 
not applied to China’s failings, although she 
tekes very good care herself that if it is for her 
advantage to demand their application, then 
they shall be .applied.. Her Ministers seck 
and obtain, audience of loreign Sovereigns, 
and would make the welkin ring’ with their 
protests ifthere was the slightest ‘difference to 
.their disadvantage between their treatment and 
that of other foreign envoys, At the same time 
foreign Ministers cannot obtain an ‘audience of 
the Chinese Emperor.
